The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 6/21/04 has been 
considered by the examiner. 

Additional Prior Art Cited 

Wang et al '390 discloses data readers having a linear array sensor (21b) and a 
lens (56) for receiving and transmitting reflected image from the scanned plane to the 
sensor array. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the data 
readers disclosed in Wang et al '390, discussed under Additional Prior Art Cited section, 
further includes a light source including an array of illuminators (50,52,54) with lens 24 
(see Figs. 1A and 2-4). However, Wang et al '290 is silent of providing (1) "a light 
source with a lens that produces an illumination plane that has a height that extends 
over a depth of field and a width that extends across the support surface so that an 
illumination stripe is formed on a surface of the object in the optical field of view; and the 
illumination plane and the optical field of view are coplanar over the depth of field in the 
object scanning area" (claim 14, last two paragraphs); and (2) "a light source with a lens 
that produces an illumination plane that has a height that extends over a depth of field 
and a width that extends across the support surface so that an illumination stripe is 
formed on a surface of the object, the light source being positioned so that the optical 
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field of view is coincident with the stripe at the surface of the object" (claim 26, last 
paragraph). Thus, Wang et a! '390 fails to meet the claimed scanning system having the 
combined features defined in each of claims 14 and 26. Claims 15-25 and 27-34 are 
dependent claims and thus allowable at least for the same reasons.
